It is provided that 
raeing shall be tsmdneted only betw<*en June 1 and 
NovemlKT 1, between the Innirs of two and six |>. m.. 
exelnsive of Snndiiys ami that licenses may be issued 
to eorporatlons to aeeept and wgister bets by the 
piiri-mutiiel inetboil only. It is further provided that 
six Iter eent. of the gate rei-eiitts at all meetings 
shall lx* !>aid into the state tixKisury to Ik* exiiend<*d 
for the eonstrnetioii of a state highway from St. 
Cliarl<*s to Indepemlenee by eonviet lalior. Fml(*r 
tin* terms of the hill lieens«*d racing a.-^siH-iations 
will not Ik* iiormitted to operate- a free gate and 
are enjoined from admitting minors other than em- 
ployes into their preniist*s. ^
